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HIS Act received the Royal Assent on 

August 1, 1930, and comes into operation on 

October 1, 1930. It is an Act which con- 

solidates the enactments relating to streets 

and buildings in the London area. It aims at 

securing a proper width and direction of streets, the 

sound construction of buildings, the diminution of 

danger arising from fire, the securing of more light, 

air and space round buildings, and generally pro- 

vides for the regulation of streets and buildings. It 

will be seen that it is of far-reaching importance to 
the architect, builder and constructor. 


It may be recalled that the London Building Act 
of 1894.was passed to consolidate and amend enact- 
ments relating to streets and buildings in London. 
At that time these enactments comprised no fewer 
than ten public Acts and three local or personal 
Acts, and included, amongst others, the Metro- 
politan*Building Acts of 1844, 1855, 1869 and 1871, 
and the Amending Acts of 1860, 1861, 1862, 1878 
and 1882; the London County Council General 
Powers Act, 1890; and the London Sky Signs Act, 
1891. Some thirteen different acts were altogether 
affected by the Act of 1894, though they were not 
altogether repealed—only certain portions of them ; 
so that since 1894 there have remained some enact- 
ments—survivals from earlier legislation—in force : 
for instance, the Metropolis Management Act of 
1855, which gives jurisdiction as to drainage, vaults 
under streets, paving and hoardings ; the Act of 1862, 
which deals with sewers ; the 1878 Act, which deals, 
inter alia, with protection of fire in theatres and 
music halls; and the 1875 Amendment Act, which 
deals with prevention of floods in connection with 
the River Thames, ete. Nor are these last-named 
affected by the Act of 1930 now under consideration, 
though the Act of 1930 does now not only repeal that 
which was the principal Act of 1894, but practically 
all the London Building Acts enacted since that Act 
came into force are all affected, and repealed in whole 
or in part. 

Many changes in building have taken place since 
the Act of 1894. Perhaps the most important of 
them was that provided by the London County 
Council (General Powers) Act, 1909, for amongst 
other things it recognised in this country reinforced 
concrete as a building material, and provided for 
buildings being built of iron and steel skeleton 
construction. This provision may be said to have 

evolutionised building in London, and to it may 
also be traced much of the style and construction 
f the present day in its larger buildings. Under 
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THE LONDON BUILDING ACT. 1930. 






the 1894 Act walls had to be of a specified thickness 
relative to their other two dimensions, namely, 
length and height; the 1909 Act made it possible 
to construct a building under this Act where 
stanchions only are made to take the bulk of the 
weight of the upper floors and roofs, the loads and 
stresses generally being transferred through each 
story to the foundation by a skeleton framework 
of metal, or partly by a framework and partly by 
walls. No wall, or shall we say covering, is now 
required with such construction to be of greater 
thickness than 14 inches. Moreover, the strength 
of the steelwork is determined according to certain 
formule. The calculations when made, have to be 
produced to the satisfaction of the district surveyor 
concerned, accompanied with particulars giving 
information as to how the results are carried out. 
Under this Act of 1909 occurs one of the instances, 
under the London Building Acts, where the district 
surveyor is made personally responsible for its 
administration. 

There is little, if anything, that is new in the new 
Act. For instance, the limit of height of buildings— 
that vexatious question—remains as heretofore, 
as also the procedure where greater weight is allowed. 
As we have said, it is a consolidating Act, and 
therein lies its advantage, not only to those who 
are familiar with requirements as to building in 
London, but also to those who on a glance at one Act 
need to find what is included in the scope of 
building law in London. 

A study of building law is part of the education 
of the architect, builder and constructor, and it may 
be well to mention here that in London the methods 
and laws by which building is controlled differ 
wholly from those obtaining in the provinces. The 
Minister of Health has very little to do with the 
building law or buildingin London. Itis true he was, 
and is still under the Act of 1930, the confirming 
authority for such by-laws, andthere are many, as 
can be made by the London County Council, but 
not many have in fact been made in the past. He 
is also the confirming authority for regulations as 
to reinforced concrete construction already referred 
to. But taken as a whole, building in London 
has very little to do with the Minister of Health—it 
is almost entirely covered, as we have shown, by 
direct statutory enactments, which are chiefly ad- 
ministered by district surveyors, who exercise 
powers given them by Parliament and which have 
no parallel elsewhere. On page 295 we give a short 
summary of the new Act.

A RECOMMENDATION of some 

Buildings !™mportance to the profession 
and is made by the Special Com- 
mittee on Traffic of the 
London County Council. For 
some considerable time the Special Com- 
mittee has, we understand, been consider- 
ing questions arising out of requests by 
the Commissioner of Police of the Metro- 
polis that the Council should seek authority, 
by means of a clause in its General Powers 
Bill, requiring the submission to him 
of plans of large buildings, such as retail 
stores and places of public resort, so that 
the lay-out of buildings might be exam- 
ined in the light of traffic considerations. 
The erection of buildings to which the 
public resort in large numbers undoubted- 
ly gives rise to considerable difficulties 
in large For example, in New 
York the erection of one super sky- 
scraper, to be used as offices, in itself 
presents a serious problem to the authori- 
ties, and special consideration is given to 
such matters as exits and entrances in 
the huge buildings of that city. The 
problem is not so acute in London, but the 
difficulties due to this cause are un- 
doubtedly increasing as the years go by 
and, unless some foresight is exercised 
in the near future, a problem may be 
created which will prove almost insu per- 
able of solution in the years to come. 
The problem in London is most acute 
in the central area—the shopping and 
theatre centres. In these centres, how- 
ever, the problem varies ; for, whereas at 
one depart mental most of the 
customers may arrive by motor car, 
another in the near vicinity may be 
visited by persons arriving almost en-

In the course of a report, 
Remedies dated July 9, the Special 
Suggested. Committee says :—** The pro- 

vision of internal parking 

places in large buildings and 
the formation of ‘ lay-bys ’ on the ground 
floor in the front of buildings have been 
urged as effective remedies. It is hardly 
reasonable to expect that owners of large 
retail stores and similar premises would 
readily give up valuable ground-floor 
space for parking purposes. Vehicles 
would, without doubt, be consigned below 
ground, and at once difficulties would arise 
on grounds of safety. A much more 
profitable line of approach at the present 
time is, we believe, that of securing suit- 
able siting of exits and entrances and of 
providing such conveniences as draw- 
ins and lay-bys—in other words, to 
follow largely the precedent of railway 
buildings We therefore advise 
that powers should be sought to 
enable plans of these buildings to be 
examined from the traffic point of view 
and to empower the Council to impose 
requirements in respect of the provision 
of facilities for dealing with the vehicular 
traffic likely to be attracted to the new 
building. We recommend :—That legis- 
lation be promoted in the session of 
Parliament, 1930-31, to require the sub- 
mission to the Council of additional plans 
of buildings to which section 12 of the 
Metropolis Management and Buildings 
Acts (Amendment) Act, 1878, section 7 of 
the London Building Acts (Amendment) 
Act, 1905, and the Cinematograph Act, 
1909, or rules or regulations made there- 
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under or in pursuance thereof apply, and 
to empower the Council to impose req uire- 
ments in respect of the provision of 
facilities for dealing with vehicular traffic

architects. In regard to the subject 
of old buildings and their restoration 
this divergence of opinion makes itself 
felt as to how far restoration may or 
may not be carried. Those with a 
true sense of architectural values will 
naturally incline to the view that a 
merely conservative restoration of old 
buildings is only justified in the case of 
specially interesting or historical relies, 
and that if a building is to be restored 
to some of efficiency for its 
purpose a certain amount of distinctly 
modern work may be required ; moreover, 
the question of falsifying the effect of 
the old by building anew in the style 
of the old is not the heinous offence 
which is so often made out. The ad- 
mission that this generation perhaps 
leans too heavily on the past, and shows 
a too artificial appreciation of old things, 
is a sound criticism of much in our 
modern approval to restoration. There 
may be quite good reasons for erecting 
buildings in the style of the old, and 
the justification for that may be found 
in their form and colour and 
suitability to theit purpose, and only 
those who possess the right instinct 
and ability can accomplish it. The

SHORT SUMMARY AND SCOPE 


Tats Act is divided into seventeen parts 
with six schedules, and comes into operation 
on October 1, 1930. It extends to London 
only. 

Part I.—/ntroductory.—Consists chiefly of 
definitions of technical terms used through- 
out the Act. These cannot be ignored, especi- 
ally as there has been so much Case Law in 
the past in respect to definitions, which in 
the main are re-enacted. 


Part I1.—formation and Widening of 
Streets.—Deals generally with the making of 
streets, sanction of plans, widths of streets, 
position of buildings in highways, the setting 
back of buildings, and compensation for 
same in certain cases. The erection of build- 
ings at less than the “ prescribed distance ”’ 
as defined in Part I. 


Part III.—Lines of Building Frontage.— 
Generally as to building beyond general line 
of buildings in streets, and the setting back 
of buildings when taken down. Determina- 
tion of the street in which a building is 
situated. 


Parr IV. 
Streets. 


Part V.—Open Spaces about Buildings 
and Height of Buildings.—Lighting and ven 
tilation, open spaces, new streets on cleared 
areas. Courts within buildings and windows 
opening into courts. The height of buildings 
is still limited to 80 ft. The procedure where 
greater height allowed. Re-erection of cer 
tain working-class dwellings.

Part VI.—Construction of Buildings.— 
Structure and thickness of walls. Walks to 
be constructed of brick, stone, or other hard 
and incombustible substance. 

Open sheds not exceeding 16 ft. in height 
and four squares in area to be of materials, 
etc., to approval of District Surveyor. 

Metal skeleton construction and procedure 
and as to plans, etc., to be furnished to Dis- 
trict Surveyor.

Index of Architectural Records. 


Str,—A committee representing the Royal 
Archzological Society, the Royal Inetitute of 
British Architects, the London Survey Com- 
mittee, and the Society for the Protection of 
Ancient Buildings, has been formed to explore 
the possibility of compiling a central card 
index of prints, drawings and other archi- 
tectural records. It is felt that this should 
be of great assistance to those engaged upon 
the repair of old buildings, to writers of 
architectural, archzological or aeeregrn 
works, and to students generally. If it 
should meet with euccess, it is not unlikely 
that it would be developed to include some 
means of storing such records in a central 
and safe place, should they be loaned, offered 
or bequeathed. 

It is proposed to limit the scope of the 
committee’s work to buildi at -least a 
century old and to those of land only, 
but it is hoped that parallel action will be 
undertaken in Scotland and Wales. It is 
realised that an immense amount of euch 
records is in private hands, and it would 
be useful to the committee if owners would 
give particulars of their collections now, for 
with this knowledge the committee will be 
better able to form an idea of the extent and 
scope of the enterprise.

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THE METROPOLITAN CATHEDRAL OF 
NORWAY 


NIDAROS (TRONDHJEM) 
Br W. DOUGLAS CAROE, R.St.0.0 


Tuene emanates quarterly from the 
cathedral body of Washington (B.C.), an 
admirably edited and illustrated magazine, 
called *‘ The Cathedral Age,”’ indicating by 
its title the trend to-day in the United States 
towards cathedral building And not only 
in the States; we have Liverpool's tw 
great examples, the Anglican, half accon 
lished on an almost unpargileled scale—thy 
em Catholic projected to rival its neigh 
bour in costly magnificence. Guildford is o 
the brink of a vast expenditure, Portsmout! 
may follow suit. Newport (Mon) has only 
turned down its last Bishop's project to the 
same end because of coal and financial 
stress. The faithful on both sides of the 
Atlantic still seem willing to finance immens 
expenditures which emulate even medigeva 
enthusiasms for vast and rich See Houses of 
God. It is interesting to compare the Nor 
wegian effort to glorify the State Church and 
its Metropolitan Cathedral as well as the 
memory of King Olaf the Saint, who fell 
fighting for Christianity 900 years ago on 





July 29. During the last 58 years they have 
undertaken a restoration—amounting almosi 
to a rebuilding—of their head church, which 
was reconsecrated with great pomp on 
July 28 last, on the completion of the in 
terior of the nave. Their Majesties, the 
King and Queen, and the Crown Prince, were 
present, with a goodly concourse of prelates, 
hiefly Lutheran, from Seandinavia, Finland, 
America and Germany, but including the 
Archbishop of Canterbury's selected dele- 
gate, the Bishop of Guildford 

' The history of the cathedral is fairly well 
documented It centres round a shrine of 
St. Olaf, which was erected on the site some 
five vears after his death at Stiklestad, and 
can be briefly epitomised. There was first 4 
Norman church of our Southwell type. 
whereof the lower part of the transepts only 
remains in situ, though many fragments of 
nave end choir have been found. These all 
show distinct English influence. The shrine, 
which grew into the wonderful octagon at the 
east end. was at first enriched rather in the

Byzantine manner. Bishop Eystein (1\éj- 
1188), exiled to England and resident at 
Canterbury during the rebuilding of the 
transitional choir after the disastrous fire of 
1174, brought back with him and applieg 
further English influences, which continued 


to predominate in the completed church, 
The choir was Early English, the nave 
geometrical, of the Lincoln type, closely 


ussimilating to Lincoln’s Angel choir. There 
is indeed some evidence that one of the 
master masons working at Nidaros actually 
came from Lincoln. The west front also 
took the form of a richly decorated screen yf 
the Lincoln type. The former central tower 
was of hapte design, crowned by 4 
pyramidal roof, but there is no evidence 
that the western flanking towers. though 
indicated on a plan of 1248, were ever com- 
pleted. In the 14th and 15th centuries much 
attention was paid to St. Olaf’s shrine which, 
so far as its interior is concerned, finally 
assumed its present magnificence, unrivalled 
indeed of its kind among such medieval con 
structions 

The church suffered sadly from successive 
conflagrations. Fires in 1328 and 1432 were 
disastrous. In 153l—under the last Catholic 
archbishop—the result was so serious that 
walls had to be built to take the place of the 
choir arcades. The nave was destroyed, and 
became derelict, the aisle walls and the lower 
a? of the west end only surviving as ruins. 

n 1708 and 1719 further destructive fires 
occurred, the last due to lightning. In 174 
the octagon received a characteristic Dutch 
capping covered with copper. In 1872, when 
architect Christie, of Bergen, began his 4 
years’ gradual work of reconstruction, it 
would have been impossible, save for the 
transepts, to recognise any part of the 
interior as that of a medieval structure. But 
built into the sustaining walls erected in the 
16th and later centuries, were plentiful 
fragments of pillars, capitals, windows, gar- 
goyles and sine ornaments, now admirably 
collected and set up in museum form in the 
ancient archbishop’s palace adjoining the 
cathedral. These enabled Christie and his much 
more gifted successor, Olav Nordhagen, whose 
early death was little short of a disaster to 
church and nation, to reconstitute the fabric 
in the conventional medizval form we have 
before us to-day. It is essentially English in 
general type, but with just those didierenees 
that might be expected from association with 
Denmark and France. German influences are 
curiously absent, all fittings, many of which 
must have emanated from Lubeck, having 
doubtle:s been destroyed by fire. 

The figure sculptures, whereof some fine 
examp!es from the west front survive in the 
museum, are of mid- or southern-French 
type, as though either imported or carved by 
imported craftsmen. he 14th century 
schools of Reiras or Perpignan are very recog: 
nisable. 

Christie’s work aimed at being imitative of 
the genuine medieval evidences he claimed 
to have discovered, Even the singularly 
deep and ornate capitals—rather cabbagy in 
effect—of the rebuilt choir arcades are 
claimed to have a basis of authority. Their 
ornament is of norma] Early English type, not 
unlike the vaulting corbels at Ely, but their 
form far from being English. Authority for 
the white marble columns used, where Cat 
terbury, Salisbury and other 12th- and 13th- 
century English examples used Purbeck 
marble, Christie certeinly had. But their 
multiplication, almost ad nauseam in the 
octagon, choir, nave, west front and exterior 
of the tower, imparts a restlessness to the 
whole building, which is unfortunate The 
stately simplicity of the tower piers of the 
crossing, from which these white pencils are 
absent, gives a welcome note of relief rhe 
existing clerestories of choir and octagon 
seem to be inventions of Christie’s without 
precedent. They are weak in design and (00 
strange to be impressive. His German he d- 
piece of the octagon, by which he replaced its 
Dutch precursor, also leaves much to be 
desired. He makes his white choir vau!‘ing 
shafts rise abruntly without base from s 
arcade caps, and in other respects shows ®

architect of our Victorian period, who had no 
available sources of comparative study within 
the borders of his own country. On this 
account alone his performance is a highly 
creditable one, redeemed always from the 
commonplace as to its interior by its har 
monious association with the great octagon, 
which adds to this church such a note of 
dignity. 

Christie, however, broke down over his 
reconstruction of the central tower, which he 
made to rise but little above his choir roof 
ridge. He panelled it with white marble 
pencils, and capped it with a copper-coated 
iron spire surrounded ai its base by fou 
weak pinnacles. The composition has neither 
grace nor dignity, and it speaks well for No 
wegian taste that it is to be replaced, as soon 
as the funds can be provided, by something, 
indeterminate as yet, but, let us hope, much 
better. The nave, now completed internally, 
appears to be a composite work. Christie 
projected, and his immediate successor, 
Ryjord, carried it forward with much in 
genuity. Nordhagen revised the treatment of 
the clerestory and the vaulting, and on his 
decease, architect Tverdal—a capable student 
of English Gothic—completed the Western 
Rose. The nave instinctively recalls the ange! 
choir of Lincoln, but the angels adorn some 
of the spandrils of the arcade arches instead 
of those of the triforium. The figure sculp 
ture throughout, the gargoyles and other 
ornaments, have been admirably designed and 
executed by Herr Rasmussen, of Oslo, whose 
brilliant tour de force is the Christus be- 
neath the rose window of the west front 
With certain reservations the scheme of the 
nave—particularly as to its interlor—is 4 
creditable success. The white marble column« 
detract from its dignity, and the external 
wall buttresses of the clerestory are weak 
features which would be. better away 
Christie’s pinnacles to the flying buttresses 
are far from satisfactory, while the pierced 
parapet of the clerestory tends with the Wes 
tern Rose towards French flamboyant, and 
both lack a looked-for harmony with the 
otherwise predominating Lincoln “~ geo- 
metrical.”’ 

It remains to complete the west front ard 
to rebuild the central tower. Christies 
scheme for the-former made no advance upon 
his central tower. Nordhagen made three 
schemes, whereof the central tower of the 
latest was a brilliant conception, which might 
well be adopted without change to-day and 
erected to his honour and memory. It could 
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scarcely be improved upon. Hig Western 
towers were not so successful. In dealing 
with the west front the designer is faced with 
@ real difficulty. The highly decorated 
Western screen passes from north to south 
in an uninterrupted triple series of con- 
tinuous niches. Thus, save at their outer 
angles, each of the towers, seen from the 
west, must be cut off completely from the 
ground. There are no defining buttresses as 
at Wells. 

The selection of an architect to succeed 
Nordhagen was made from a recent competi- 
tion, and the coveted prize fell to Herr Helge 


Thiis—a young architect of great promise— 
son cf a distinguished father, Herr Jens Thiis 


the able director of Oslo Museum. Helge 
Thiis’s designs for the central tower and west 
front were, however, not comparable with 
those of his gifted and experienced pre- 
decessor. He has a very difficult task before 
him, but a great opportunity to make or mar 
what must be classed as a remarkable effort 
and performance, fifty-eight years in the re- 
making, as we see it to-day. 

Those years were prolonged. by a 
disastrous and unfortunate interlude. Nord 
hagen was a brilliant but sensitive artist 
An egregious attack was made upon him and 
his work by a charlatan with an elaborate 
universal architectural ‘‘ system,’ which im- 
pressed the Norwegian Parliament into 
stopping Nordhagen’s work until the bubble 
had been burst by an international inquiry. 
Thus was the work delayed several years, 
the artist’s health undermined and his deat: 
hastened by the stress to which he was so 
unjustly subjected 

No notice of this great church would be 
complete without mentioning the beautiful 
stone with which it is built—a grey steotite, 
of close texture, easy to work and of admir- 
able weather quality. It is used inside and 
out throughout the building. The church is 
glazed throughout with stained glass—that 
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of Christie’s period aiming at the 12th-cen- 
tury antique-—neither better nor worse thaa 
similar imitations at Canterbury. The west 
window and those of the nave clerestory 
are by Kielland, of Trondhjem, and strike 
« more modern note, though without auch 
more success. They are without any 
brilliance or those light-giving qualities for 
which windows are ned in walls. The 
windows they fill iack sadly their ferramenta, 
those metal grilles which were an integral 
part of medieval window design, and give 
texture and scale to the building. 
leading. moreover, is too thin and slight and 
the result is tame and insipid. One wants 
to look away from the windows rather than 
enjoy them. The glass painter’s art is surely 
a most difficult one. The organ, by Stein- 
meyer, of Oettingen, Bavaria, is a vast con 
struction with 108 stops—said to have cost 
£10,000. It is housed in the fine old 18th- 
century case, but blocks up the north tran- 
sept in a precocious and unseemly manner. 
Both in sight and sound it is too much in evi- 
dence, but is said to possess many beautiful 
fancy stops. 

The electric lighting, as used at the cere 
monies, was only temporary—but unsatis- 
factory in disposition rather than for any 
lack of quantity. It is said to be intended 
to light the building by elaborate chandeliers 
(!ysekroner). [f so, the authorities might be 
begged to study more modern, more efficient 
and less costly methods. 

These notes may be concluded by adding 
that the citizens of Trondhjem seem strongly 
to resent the efforts of the Norwegian Par- 
liament to force the name of “ Nidaros”’ 
upon them. That is the ancient ecclesias- 
tical title, but Trondhjem is even more 
ancient, and is and always has been the 
civil one, to which they are bent upon ad- 
hering. At the recent festivities, nearly 
every house was adorned by a flag labelled 
Trondhjem.

“ Strathmore Court,”’ St. John’s Wood. 

The present building is raised upon the 
site of an old house, some 120 years old, at 
the corner of Park-road and Lodge-road, St 
John’s Wood. ‘Strathmore Court” is a 
sveel-framed structure, and comprises 19 flats, 
the accommodation varying from two bed- 
rooms, one reception, lounge hall, kitchen and 
bathroom, to Ave bedrooms, two reception 
rooms, two bathrooms, kitchen, large lounge 
and usual offices. The front is of cast stone 
and multi-coloured bricks, light reds forming 
= by the stone centre. The whole of the 
ront windows are double-hung sashes, glazed 
with plate glass, while the windows to the 
wells and rear are Crittall’s metal casements, 
universal section. The floors are of the fire- 
resisting filler joist and hollow tile construc- 
tion, and in the majority of cases are oak 
floored. Bathroom floors are of black and 
white terrazzo, and the walls are tiled with 
tinted tiles to the height of 7 ft. The site 
being restricted in area (as will be noted from 
the plan) has necessitated the throwing out of 
oriel windows at each floor level in order to 
give the size of rooms required by flat-users 
of to-day This accounts for the unusual 
appearance of the front and side facades. All 
the bedrooms are fitted with lavatory basins, 
and those in the principal bedrooms are 
coloured. Constant hot water is supplied by 
a low-pressure domestic hot water installation 
in the basement, and part central heating has 
been effected by a central heating installation 
located in the same boiler-room. All the 
principal bedrooms are fitted with wall jewel 
safes. 

Special attention has been given to the 
kitchens and bathrooms, which are fitted with 
every conceivable convenience. Every flat is 
thoroughly electrically equipped, and arrange 
ments have been made whereby tenants can 
obtain electricity at the very low rate of 4d. 
- unit for power. The ground floor of the 
yuilding has been given up to shops. The 
flats overlook the beautifully laid out gardens 
of Grove-house, and Regent’s-park. The 
building has been erected to the plans and 
details of Mr. David W. Beck and Mr. 
William N. Potts, A.LA.A., of 32, Upper 
Baker-street, N.W.1, and Messrs. Lennox, 
Ltd., of 239, Baker-street, are the builders.

Heatherden Hall, Iver Heath, Bucks. 


The erection of Heatherden Hall, 
Heath, Bucks, the residence of Colonel W 
Grant Morden, M.P., J.P., was commenced 
in 1914, but the work was considerably de- 
layed owing to the War, although certain 
bedroom accommodation was proceeded with 
for the use of wounded officers. Since 1918 
work has been in progress, and the entire 
building was not finally completed until 1923. 
The main interior features of the residence 
are the ballroom (80 ft. by WO ft.), and large 
swimming bath (60 ft. by 30 ft.); the main 
staircase, hall and lounge, dining-room, 
billiards-room and library. These reception 
rooms, and some of the principal bedrooms, 
are decorated in period oak panelling and 
heavily enriched plaster ceilings in some 
cases, and in decorative plaster work and 
mahogany doors, etc,, in others. Some of 
the bathrooms are entirely carried out in 
marble, and the building is very complete in 
all modern arrangements. The main con- 
tractors were Messrs. Deverill, Lid., of 
Slough. Oak work was by Messrs. White, 
of Bedford; heating. Young, Osmond & 
Young; plaster work, The Plaster Decoration 
Co., and Messrs. Gaze; marble work, J. & A.

\s to the development of the sites, careful 
.ttention was given to laying them out upon 
leasing lines and with a view also to the 
retention, so far as practicable, of natural 
featares (trees, pools, etc.). Trees have, of 
onrse, been planted in the new streets. 
Garden space has been given to each house, 
and the houses being set back from the 
street, usually 20 ft. or more, a small front 
garden is also secured. Areas for recreation 
ind for community centres have been pro- 
vided 

The number of houses to the acre is, of 
ourse, generally in accordance with the re 
striction imposed by the Corporation town- 
planning schemes and the Housing Act of 
1924, being for the most part 12 to the acre. 
but in a few cases 15 to the acre. The limit 
mposed by the Housing Act was quite ac- 
ceptable to Birmingham, which is a pioneer 
town in town planning, all the areas of the 

ty permissible to be town planned under 
tho national statutes (about three-quarters of 
the whole city) being included in schemes 
already prepared or in course of preparation. 

Lines of frontage have been broken by 
building the houses in groups of two, four, 
or six, and by planning lengths of frontage 
to avoid monotony. Many small! open spaces 
for children to play in, or for ornamental 
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purposes, have been retained. In providing 
for development generally, and especially 
with respect to the large estates, regard has 
been had to the needs of the community m 
such matters as shops, doctors’ houses, police 
buildings, schools, places of worship, and 
halls. Most of the housing sites have been 
obtained by negotiation, but in some cases 
it has been necessary to apply compulsory 
powers. 

Much time and thought have been given 
to produce an ideal plan for a house that 
will satisfy what are considered to be neces- 
sary conditions as to accommodation, conve- 
nience in use, adequate light and air, and 
pleasing appearance, and at the same time 
be built at a cost to produce rentals reason- 
ably within the means of working-class 
tenants After preparing and comparing a 
large number of plans, and profiting by 
earlier experience, three type plans have been 
evolved which it is believed are the nearest 
possible approach to the ideal for the needs 
of different sections of the working classes. 
In addition, as an experiment, a scheme of 
15 blocks of flats (180 tenements) and 16 
maisonettes (in the form of dual houses) has 
been erected. 

Throughout the period of building since 
1919 the costs of construction have varied, 
and in the earlier years were very high, as 
in all other parts of the country. The more 
recent contracts give a general average of 
£442 for the pariour type with four bed- 
rooms, £410 for the parlour type with three 
bedrooms, £328 for the non-parlour (three 
bedrooms), £292 for the small non-parlour 
(three bedrooms), and £270 for the small 
non-parlour type (two bedrooms). These 
figures are for the houses only, and it may 
be taken that the other inclusive costs of 
estate developmen: (land, street construction, 
etc.), vary from about £60 to £70 per house. 
With the advantage of the Government sub- 
sidy and the amount that the Corporation 
allow under the Housing Acts, the average 
rentals (including rates) are as follows :—

Breeze Blocks.

Sir,—It is generally known that the model 
by-laws, as framed in 1877, have been con- 
siderably modified from time to time. So 
that, in the present-day model, there is 
a clause that remains the same as in the first 
model.

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HOUSING CAMPAIGN 


XIL—LOCAL AUTHORITIES’ PROGRESS UP TO MARCH 31, 1930. 
By JAMES P. ORR. 


I've progress of the Greater London Hous- 
ing campaign has been regularly reviewed in 
The Builder since September, 1925.* The pur- 
pow of this article is to bring this review 
yp to Mareh 31, 1930. By “Greater London”’ 
is meant Region K of the Minister of Heaith’s 
statistice —roughly, the area within 15 miles 
of Charing Cross. As usual, houses rated at 
more than £35 are excluded, because they are 
rarely occupied by wage-earners. Houses 
erected in rehousing schemes—some 3,500, so 
far—are excluded also, because they do not 

dd to the existing accommodation, but 
merely provide alternative accommodation in 

place of houses closed for demolition in slum- 
clearance schemes. 
State-aided Municipal Houses. 

In the last six monthe—vide Table I.—the 
local authorities of Greater London com- 
pleted 2,058 houses, and so brought their 
post-War output up to 82,856. The corres 
ponding figures for England and Wales were 
24,976 and 527,767 respectively. London is 
thus falling farther than ever behind the 
rest of England in municipal housing enter- 
rise 
P With one-fifth of the population of the 
whole country, London has less than one- 
sixth of the post-War municipal houses; and 
its share of the municipal houses completed 
in the last six months is not even one- 
twelfth. 

A fall in output in any six months up to 
April is always to be expected in comparison 
with the previous six months on account of 
difference in season. Moreover, there was 
last summer a special incentive to building 
in the shape of the anticipated withdrawal of 
the Chamberlain subsidy last October. 
This would he specially noticeable in the 
case of subsidised private enterprise. The 
fall of 25 per cent. in municipal houses out- 
side London was a bad enough sign of a 
lagging campaign; but in London the fall 
of 2,503 was much worse, being no less than 
55 per cent. This last half-year’s output, 
both in the case of the L.C.C. and in that of 

the other London authorities, was one of the 
lowest on record since the campaign began. 
No doubt many of the authorities were 
marking time, in anticipation of an en- 
hanced subsidy under the new Housing Bill. 
There has been steady and heavy retrogres- 
sion in annual output during the last three 
years, but still the output of 1929-30, 6,579 
houses, is far ahead of that of any year 
prior to 1926-27; and it is to be hoped that 
with the new subsidy for slum operations 
there will be a marked revival of the local 
authorities energies. 

Outside the L.C.C.’s record, Uroydon and 
Woolwich stand far ahead of the other local 
authorities as regards the number of muni- 
cipal houses built since the War. Figures of 
municipal output, together with those of the 
total post-War output to date of all small 
houses, municipal and private, subsidised and 
unsubsidised, up to £35 rateable value, are 
given below for the six leaders in municipal

‘here are in London éeveral new housing 
societies whose special object is to bring 
new houses w.thin the reach of the poorer 
large families by using capital raised at low 
interest, so that rents may be lower than 
those which local authorities borrowing at 
the normal rate of interest have to charge 
A recent review of the housing achievements 
of these societies shows how hard it is, 
even with the aid of the Wheatley subsidy. 
to supply a three-roomed dwelling at a 
rent (including rates) of 12s. 6d. per week 
The Chureh Army alone has provided any 

nsiderable number of homes of more than 
two rooms within this limit of rent. Of 
the 137 four-roomed flats or houses that 
they have provided, 94 are let at 12s. 6d. 
or less. The other societies provided 273 
three. or four-roomed homes between them ; 
but 250 of them are let at rents abov: 
12s. 6d. 


Comparison with Birmingham, Liverpool and 

Manchester. 

The Greater London output of post-War 
houses as at September 30, 1929, is compared 
with that of England and Wales, Birming 
ham, Liverpool and Manchester in 
Table II. As regards the total number of 
houses supplied per thousand of population, 
Birmingham still forges farther and farther 
ahead of the other big cities. London holds 
second place, mainly by reason of the ac- 
tivity of unaided private enterprise, the out- 
put of which in the northern cities has alwavs 
been quite negligible compared with that 
of subsidised houses. On the other hand, 
municipal enterprise in the north has put 
that of London quite in the shade. For 
every house per thousand of population pro- 
vided by local authorities in Greater London 
the northern cities have provided over 2} 
in Birmingham, over 2 in Liverpool, and 
over 13? in Manchester. 

Birmingham owes its conspicuous position 
to the thorough-going methods of its original 
survey* of local needs, and its increasing

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lead to the policy of following up that survey 
by devising special measures for relief of 
cases which cannot be adequately dealt with 
by ordinary measures. Among these special 
measures may be mentioned :- 

i. the acquisition and reconditioning of 
151 old houses, in order to provide 
cheap homes for people who cannot 
afford even the 6s. 10d, at which the 
Corporation let their cheapest new 
flats. 
the provision of furnished flats for 
people who cannot afford to buy 
furniture, 
exchange of tenants with landlords of 
pre-War houses, pre-War rents being 
maintained unenhanced in many cases 
to suit the pockets of the exchanged 
tenants. 


\ll these measures having proved emi- 
nently successful in Birmingham, is it not 
time that they were adopted at least ex- 
perimentally in London? 


The Birmingham Corporation have found 
it possible to move on no less than 60 per 
cent. of the families they found in the ac- 
quired houses and so make room for poorer 
families; but even if in London only 25 per 
cent. could be moved on, the experiment 
would be well worth while. 


The success of the 16 furnished flats pro 
vided experimentally in Birmingham has 
been so marked that another 52 are now to 
be provided. The tenant has to pay beyond 
6s. 10d. per week for rent and rates, 3s. per 
week for the furniture, which becomes his 
property at the end of three years; he is 
then entitled to transfer to a three- or four 
roomed house (not flat) with garden. Such a 
scheme would be invaluable tor any Central 
London tenants whose furniture has _be- 
come so verminous that it presents an 
»bstacle to the acceptance of the owners as 
tenants of new municipal houses. 


Distribution of New Municipal Houses. 


Table III. shows the distribution of Local 
Authorities’ houses and of population over 
the six counties into which Greater London 
extends 

The L.C.C. houses built outside London 
County are available only for residents of 
the county (Inner London), not for those 
of the other counties (Outer London). The 
latter depend for their housing on their five 
county councils and 90 borough and district 
councils. These had between them provided 
10.1 houses per thousand of population by 
March 31, 1930, while Inner London had 
been provided with 10.25 per thousand, viz.. 
7.85 by the L.C.C. (23 in London County 
and 5.55 outside) and 2.4 by the City and 
28 Metropolitan boroughs. It is a pity that 
information is not obtainable as to the 
extent to which provision of new houses 
has been counter-balanced by demolition of 
old houses; it must be very considerable now 
that houses are being decontrolled so much 
faster than ever before. 

Of the 681 houses provided by the L.C.C 
in the last six months, no less than 553 were 
in far-away Becontree and 98 in Bellingham 
and Downham on the south-east border of 
London County, so that for the great bulk 
if the county the provision made during the 
half year was quite negligible 

Of these 681 L.C.C. houses, 32 were 
stragglers completing at last the Addison 
scheme: the remainder were built under the 
Wheatley scheme with a subsidy of £11 5s. 
per house per annum for 40 years, thus 
bringing the aggregate of L.C.C Wheatley 
houses up to 23,860, which with 2,055 

Chamberlain and 9,135 Addison houses 
makes the grand total of L.C.C. subsidised 
houses 35,060. The corresponding figures 
for the City and 28 Metropolitan boroughe 
in Inner London and the 95 boroughs and 
districts in Outer London were 16,414 
Wheatley, 10,813 Chamberlain and 20,569 
Addison houses; grand total, 47,796. 

Apart from the L.C.C., the outstand- 
ing municipal achievement of the six 
months was the completion of 230 Wheatley 


houses by Ealing. Other contribu- 
tions to the total ef 1.357, to w 24 
of the 124 authorities contributed 

at all, were 150 in Staines Rural, 131 in 
Crayford, 94 in Edmonton and @ in 
Kingston. In Kent alone of the six counties 
were a few more houses built than in the 
previous six months. Ip Hertford there 
was a decrease of 95 and in each of the 
other counties a decrease of several 
hundreds. The total decrease Was no less 
than 1,912, or 58 per cent. 


Present Position. 
The erection of 18,829 small houses in the 


last six months must have eased the ition 
in the outlying parts of Greater Lonten, 
where the great majority of the new houses 
have been built; but since 88 per cent. of 
the new houses have been built by unsubsi- 
dised private enterprise, the classes who 
have benefited by them directly are the 
better-to-do families who can afford to be 
house-owners. Most of the dwellings 
vacated by the families who took these new 
houses became thereupon available for 
weekly tenancies, but only at an increased 
rent, the usual result of decontrol; so even 
this direct benefit has been rarely open to 
the poorer classes. As for Central London 
(say, within three miles of Charing Cross), 
where the crux of London's special housing 
problem lies, since only 167 houses were 
built by local authorities within London 
County during the half-year, it is quite certain 
that the housing position for the poorer 
classes who cannot afford a rent of more 
than 12s. 6d. must be even worse now than 
it was six months ago; for it is in this 
central area that there is most demolition 
going on in the ordinary course of redevelop- 
ment, and the demolished buildings are only 
very rarely replaced by working-class 
dwellings available at rents of 12s. 6d or 
less. Vacated dwellings that escape demoli- 
tion are in this central area invariably let 
at enhanced rents on decontrol. The poorer 
classes of central London are often tied to 
the neighbourhood because they must live 
near their work. The better-to-do may be 
persuaded to migrate to the suburbs; but 
the faster houses are provided for these 
there, the faster is the supply of cheap 
homes in central London diminished on 
decontrol, and the greater becomes the 
tendency to overcrowding in what is left. 
As pointed out in the last review,* oppor 
tunities for utilising vacancies to reduce 
this overcrowding are far fewer than they 
should be, because tenants are allowed to 
enjoy the protection of the Rent Restriction 
Act and the benefit of rent rebates, which 
the housing subsidies give them, indefinitely, 
instead of being made to give them up as 
soon as they cease to need them. 


Prospect. 

It would seem that there is little chance 
of any great general improvement in the 
situation in the near future. In the 
suburbs euch prospect of improvement as 
may be reckoned on in view of the con- 
tinued activity of private enterprise is 
countered by the continued influx into 
London of outsiders in search of work. So 
far as central London is concerned, the 
situation will probably continue to grow 
worse, because no concerted campaign 
against overcrowding has as yet been 
planned. As has been shown in an earlier 
article, the new Housing Bill makes no pro- 
vision for abatement of overcrowding except 
in “improvement areas.’ which in London 
will probably be few and far between. The 
best prospect of ultimate improvement in 
the centre lies in the L.C.C.’s scheme for 
erecting blocks of 3,000 cheap flats on 10 
sites aggregating 70 acres in central London 
and earmarking them for workers of smal! 
means, whe must live near central work- 
places ; but this scheme is taking a long time 
to mature.

RECURRING DEFECTS ; 


THEIR CAUSE, 


PREVENTION AND CURE.—VII

WASTE 

Maxy an architect engaged principally 
with domestic building work, who repeatedly 
finde himself almost at his wits’ end in his 
effort to reduce costs without spoiling the 
job, will be a little startled if I accuse 
m of waste. Bot sv it is, and the waste 
of money, not only by architects, but even 
by builders, who often can only make ends 
meet by the most unrelaxing vigilance, 
». im the aggregate, considerable. In most 
cases this i¢ not from any want of skill 
or knowledge, as usually understood, but 
from lack of time for the etudy necessary 
to keep abreast with the times. 

The architect's reluctance to abandon 
well-tried-oat methods that have served him 
well in the past, and the constant vision of 
the ruinous consequences of failure tend to 


a conservatism that is understandable. But 
t is in the hope that it will set him think 
ing that this article is written. 

Portiand Cement. 


Since the dawn of the present century 
no other material has made each consistent 
and rapid progress in quality as Portland 
cement. Indeed, there is some want of 
appreciation of the width of the gap between 
the strength of Portland cement as manu- 
factured in 1900 and that of today, none 
of which is turned out by the British 
manufacturers that has not been subjected 
to @ works test, and generally found to be 
of a considerably higher standard than any- 
thing called for the British Standard 
Specification of 1 When it is remem- 
bered that the Specification (B.8.8.) of 1925 
itself represents a recognition of the ad- 
vance made by comparison with the B.S.S. 
1910, and that this is a revision of the 
specification issued by the Engineering Com- 
mittee of 1903, it is obvious. that if thie is 
not reflected in practice there is a good deal 
of waste. 

Bat before a proper comparison can be 
made, it is necessary to go still further 
back and make some examination of the 
conditions existing in the days when the 
proportioning of the cement to the sand or 
other aggregate wae laid down, and became 
by common consent, to some extent, fixed 
as regards ordinarily good practice. In 
these days it waa not customary in pro- 
portioning concrete to specify the amount 
of sand separately, and consequently a six. 
to-one mix would, when placed, represent 
very nearly «ix similar volumes of finished 
work. 

This is a point of considerable import 
ance. I have in front of me at the moment 
a bill of quantities prepared by a properly 
qualified surveyor. In his specification 
clauses preceding the measured items of 
concretor’s bill, he states that the founda- 
tion conerete shall be proportioned, four 
parts broken aggregate, two parts sand, 
and one part cement. When he takes the 
concretes up, he refers to them as “ six-to- 
one concrete’ as specified. This is by no 
means an isolated case, and I am afraid 
that many architects believe that they are 
specifying six-to-one concrete when they 
write it 4:2:1. It shonld hardly be 
necessary to point out that, whereas the 
former would fill nearly six volumes of 
trench, the latter would fill but very little 
over four, unless screened and scien 
tifieally, when the volume of trench filled 
may reach five under ifications designed 
to effect this. But as often specified with al! 
‘he fimer aggregate screened out, slightly over 
four is the more usual result. 

Before going any further it is necessary 
to separate the function of the sand and 


cement from that of the rougher aggregate 
if we are to arrive at a clear appreciation 
of the latitude allowed by the improvement 
of the quality of the cement. I[ have never 
come across any statement of the case more 
logically and clearly put than it was by 
Gieorge Godwin, one-time editor of Th: 
Builder, who in a paper read before the 
Institute of British Architects (Trans 
actions 1836) made the following remarks : 


“In order properly to apportion § the 
quantity of lime necessary to be used 
with the ballast, it will be well 
to ask this question—what are yon, 
in reality, doing when forming a mass 
of concrete, or, rather, what ought to be 
done? To this the answer must be, that 


you are building a stone wall; in a manner, 
it i true, possessing advantages entirely 
of its own, but still a stone wall. The 
pebbles, then, are the materials with which 
it is to be built, and must be regarded only 
in that light, so that, in considering the 
quantity of lime necessary to be added, in 
order to form a proper mortar wherewith 
to unite them, regard must alone be had 
to the sand contained in the ballast. and 
according to the quantity and quality of 


that ingredient must be apportioned the 
lime. It is true that upon the proportion 
horne by the pebbles to the mortar the 


strength and goodness of the concrete mate- 
rially depend.” 

Substitute the word “ cement” where 

lime "’ is mentioned, and insert a clause 
goverming the amount of water to be used. 
ond we then have the whole theory of cement 
concrete in a nutshell. We select an aggregate 
of a size and quality most suitable to our 
requirements, and provide it with sufficient 
mortar to unite it. The ‘“‘ richness”’ of the 
mortar will depend on the job in hand. If 
this waste of cement is going on, 
it is necessary to stop it. But it 
is first of all necessary to prove it. The 
following instances wil’ go some way to 
affording this proof. 

In 186/, in connection with a contract 
for the extension of Chatham Dockyard, the 
specification called for lias lime concrete 
six-to-one It was desired to substitute 
cement without any increase in price, and 
in order to do so the proportions had to 
be altered to twelve-to-one. Naturally the 
change to these proportions could not be 
sanctioned without a considerable number 
of preliminary experiments, but it was 
proved that it was desirable, and the work 
was carried out. The aggregate used was 
river ballast, to which there was no need 
to add sand. Even more startling is the 
fact that at Dover Harbour blocks of ten- 
to-one concrete, weighing as many as seven 
tons each, were slung into position by means 
aA single —_ roy: a fortnight of thei: 
eing cast. ere aggregate was vel 
from the shore, and promabi the mix weld 
be approximately the same to-day when ex- 
pressed 10:5: 1. } 

These results were, of course, known to the 
leading architects of those days, but were not 
acted upon because the cement supplied was 
not entirely trustworthy. Architects were 
used to specifying lias lime concretes in the 
proportions of four, six and eight-to-one, and 
quite rightly refused to alter those propor- 
tions for cement which might often give 
stronger work but sometimes failed. The 
truth of the matter is that there was a 
good deal of inferior cement on the market 
Natural cement from the Continent was 
being sold under false description as Port 
land, and one or two of our home manu 
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facturers were selling cement adulterated 
with ground slag or ground Kentish ra 

But in _ of all this, cement prov: 
be better t lias lime, which it grad ..a}!; 
supplanted; but by this time the precau ‘ions 
as to the proportions specified had taken fir», 
root and they have remained almost 
altered in practice to-day. If anythiny, 4 
richer mortar is used because of the transia 
tien of six-to-one into 4:2: 1, so often mis 
takenly made. The risk of an inferior cement 
being used in the work is now negligible 
Nothing inferior comes from the manufac 
turers’ works. Tests proceed day and nigh? 
at all works of any importance.

I am particularly anxious not to burden 
these articles with charts, tables, plotted 
curves, and arithmetical formule, because 
I know how they provoke the reader int: 
skipping ; but it would be quite easy to show 
that test cubes com of three parts 
standard sand and one part cement, nov 
offer a greater resistance to erushing or ru; 
tere than neat cement did thirty years ago 
It follows that sf waste is to be avoide. 
advantage may be taken of this fact t 
effect some modification of practice. 

I suggest that for a small house on a 
veanenly good site, and where vibration 
from traffic is not present, provided a su 
able aggregate is used and a clean sand, 
specification calling for concrete foundatio:.; 
8: 4:1 provides an ample margin of safety 
By using scaffold boards as rough form wor! 
this concrete may be brought up to ground 
level with advantage, and will genera! 
effect a considerable saving as compared wit! 
brickwork. 

For floors on broken dry filling, and stan 
ing sufficiently high above ground level as 
not to require special density om account of 
the presence of water, four inches of 6 : 5 
concrete floated with a finishing coat 
2:1 to resist wear, will usually all that 
is required. Concrete 10: 5:1 is quite goo! 
enough for casing drains, except where hea\ 
traffic is likely to cross them. It is not 
necessary to go right through the specifica 
tion, as once it is grasped that we have not 
an absolutely reliable material to deal wit! 
the permissible modifications suggest them 
selves. 


Common Lintols. 
Another point at which waste occurs, is in 
connection with reinforced lintols over thie 


ordinary door and window openings of 
domestic buildings. As far as resistance to 
load is concerned the reinforcement ix 


usually quite unnecessary, unless the clear 
bearing is in excess of 4 ft. It is, however, 
desirable to introduce some reinforcemen 
to minimise damage from mishandling wher 
the lintols are precast, but perhaps eve! 
more as a precaution against undue loa:s

tion made by the workman before he was 
taken on on November 7, 1927, had to be 
taken into account, and thus he was dis- 
qualified from receiving compensation. The 
section provides that where the certifying 
surgeon certifies that the workman is sut- 
fering from an industrial disease, and that 
disease ig due to any employment in 
which the workman was employed at any 
time within the twelve months previous 
to the date of the disablement, whether 
under one or more employers, then the 
workman éhall be entitled to compensa- 
tion as if the disease were a personal in- 
jury by accident arising out of, and in the 
course of, the employment (subject to cer- 
tain modifications, amongst which is the 
declaration under paragraph (b)), and the 
compensation shall be recoverable from the 
last employer, but that employer, if he 
alleges that the disease was in fact con- 
tracted whilst the workman was employe! 
by some other employer and not in his 
employ, may join that other employer a 
u party to the arbitration, whilst if the 
disease ig of such a nature as to be con- 
tracted by a gradual process any employer 
who employed the workman in an employ. 
ment to the nature of which the disease 
was due is liable to make a contribution. 


From these provisions the House of Lords 
drew the inference that in relation to the 
disease, under paragraph (b), the period of 
twelve months has to be regarded with 
reference to the employment whether under 
one or more employers. The words used in 
the paragraph are as shown above, “ at 
the time of entering the employment,” and 
although the finding of the ‘arbitrator that 
this employment was continuous from the 
time when the man returned to England 
appears clearly untenable, there is more 
difficulty in seeing why, where there has 
been a break in the employment such as 
that that occurred in thie case from 
April 12, 1928, to June 15, the renewed 
agreement at the latter date should not 
fall within the expression “at the time 
of entering the employment.” This decision 
of the House of Lords, however, is of the 
greatest importance to all employers who 
employ men in an employment where in- 
dustrial disease can be contracted, as it 
enables them to see whether in the previous 
twelve months the man has made a declara- 
tion that he is immune from disease— 
a declaration which, if falee, deprives the 
man of the right to compensation. 


INSANITARY ? 


By T. J. 


Some curious questions are from time to 
time put to readers of The Builder through 
the medium of the Inquiry Bureau and 


seldom fail to obtain a satisfactory answer 
One of these, as to the best method of pro 
cedure where the cavity wall of a house has 
provided a nesting place for wasps, is of 
more than ordinary interest, though not of 
such rare occurrence as the townsman might 
suppose. Wasps have built their homes 
under floors, in bedroom chimneys, in roofs, 
in a pair of fishing waders hung up in an 
octhouse, and all manner of other strange 
places. But from most places they are more 
readily dislodged than from a cavity wall. 


Some vears ago in connection with a pro- 
posed leas for a large country house, it had 
be decided whether it was necessary 
entirely to strip and relay the slating, or 
whether patching would be sufficient. The 
examination took place in February at nearly 
the end of a rather sharp winter. The slates 
were very thick and rugged and consequently 
did not lie closely together. On dislodging 
some of them it was found that literally hun 
dreds of thousands of flies, mainly of the blue- 
bottle tribe, had sought refuge between the 
slates, and though most of them were dead 
many were not. 

r hibernants were several queen 
royal right had taken 
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up the most favourable positions, i.e., near 
the chimney stacks where they got the bene 
fit of a little heat from the flues. 


It occasionally happens that on return from 
a fishing expedition one forgets to empty the 
bait tins of such wasp grub and gentles as 
have proved surplus to requirements. Left 
long enovgh these provide a breeding ground 
for innumerable very small flies, such as 
swarm from all decayed matter in the 
autumn. It follows, therefore, that if the 
blue-bottles that do not survive the winter die 
either under the slates, as first related, or 
in the cavity as later inferred, that is not the 
end. If one lifts a loose coping from a wall 
or pulls down a bit of dry stone walling 
many other forms of insect life will reveal 
themselves, all as likely and eligible tenants 
for the space provided. 


But provided they could be confined to the 
cavity there would still be very little harm 
done. The trouble is that most cavities com- 
municate with the interior of our smaller 
dwellings. Outside the area of the London 
Building Acts, most cavity walls are 11 in. 
wide, and the first-floor joists completely 
penetrate to or into the cavity, As a general 
rule no great care is taken to fit the brick- 
work tightly around the joist ends, and even 
when such care is taken it is liable to be 
defeated by the timber shrinkages. For this 
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romedial measure. 

Insect life is not, however, the only 
trouble; where the air bricks are of a type 
not specially designed to exclude it, a good 
deal of foreign matter finds its way i, and 
after a time the conditions become favour- 
able to some of the lower forms of vegetable

Tue Report on unemployment and its 
causes, with suggested remedies, submitted 
to the Government by the Executive Coun- 
ceil of the Association of British Chambers 
of Commerce, red after obtaining the 
views of over 100 Chambers of Commerce 
from all parts of the country, is a document 
deserving close attention. We ehall oo 
ever the references to those subjects which 
have acquired a political complexion, such 
as Protection, Safeguarding and Empire 
Trade, and confine ourselves to purely in- 
dustrial questions. 

‘The Report points out that while the 
trade of the world as a whole and of every 
continent now exceeds that of the last pre- 
War year, 1913, British manufacturers and 
exporters in the main industries of the 
country have not been obtaining their fair 
share. Great Britain’s share of the world’s 
export trade fell from 13.9 per cent. in 1913 
te 10.9 per cent. in 1928, while the quantity 
ef British export trade in 1929 was onlv 
82 per cent. of the 1913 level. The Report 
refers to the “world causes,” of which so 
mach i¢ heard at the present time, and 
admits that these have accentuated the diffi- 
culties here, but points out that had thi< 
conatrv maintai its share of the world 
trade, the numbers of the unemployed would 
he much less than the present figures indi 
cate. 

Naturally, the publication places in the 
forefront the cost of production, as the bulk 
of the world trade will go to the nations 
which have the lowest cost of production, 
and it points out that “ rationalisation” (a 
term which it says has no clear meaning, 
but which it defines as ‘‘a combination of 
units in an industry with the object of 
securing cheaper production and better 
efficiency '') if carried out on well-considered 
lines, may lead to some improvement in 
results, but will not in itself restore genera! 
prosperity, and, moreover, it is not applic- 
able to every industry, but a greater volume 
of work in each factory at present under- 
employed would have the most immediate 
effect on productive costs. 

The Report then states that the higher cost 
of production in British industry compared 
with that in other countries is due to heavy 
national taxation and local rates, heavy 
charges for social services, and the higher 
wages paid relatively to other European 
countries, and points ont that the rates of 
wages paid in some trades are higher than 
are justified by present economic conditions, 
and in especial it refers to the relatively 
higher wages paid in the sheltered occupa 
tions as compared with those occupations 
which are in competition with other coun- 
tries having a lower standard of living, a< 
in the sheltered trades there has been no 
adjustment with falling prices. but an 
' actual increase in “‘ real wages,"’ due to the 
eost of living having fallen. The Govern- 
ment is urged to request the Economic 
Advisory Council to investigate the problem 
of unemployment, and as a matter of urgency 
to consider the connection between unem- 
ployment and the present level of sheltered 
wages and social services, and to devise

but with reference to any adjust 
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reason fumigation of the cavities from time 
to time is to a large extent ruled out as 4 
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subject, but it is unnecessary to labour the 
matter in order to prove that means of access 
for cleaning is desirable, particularly at the 
foot of the cavity. This will, of course, add 
to the original cost, as well as set up a main 
tenance charge which, from the point of view 
of making our houses as nearly foolproof as 
possible, is objectionable. It would a ?, 
therefore, that the question as to whether 
the cavity is imsanitary may be supplemented 
by another :—Is it worth while to provide 
means of cleaning out’ 
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ment the Report recommends that the facts 
should be ascertained on these points :—How 
much higher to-day than in 1909-15 are the 
wages per hour in the sheltered occupations 
relatively to those in the unsheltered indus- 
tries? To what extent is the disparity be 
tween the index number of the cost of living 
and that of wholesale prices due to this 
difference? If an adjustment were made in 
sheltered wages, what, on the present basis, 
would be the relative increase in “real 
wages’ of those engaged in unsheltere: 
industries? 


A summary of the Report, to which we 
are indebted, appeared in The Times, 
August 8. In the Report of the Balfour 
Committee in the Survey of Industrial 
Relations (1926) considerable attention was 
paid to the discrepancy between wages in 
sheltered and unsheltered industries, and it 
was pointed out that there were forces that 
would eventually effect an equalisation, but 
that they take a long time to operate; it 
was also indicated that since 1914 there had 
been a greater percentage rise in the wages 
of unskilled, as compared with skilled, 
workers. 

When the question of wages is under con- 
sideration, it might be of interest to ascer- 
tain what bearing the increased sums 
expended on social services have on wages. 
In computing wages, little account is taken 
of the services rendered to the working 
classes under this head, yet the social ser- 
vices taken as a whole represent an annual 
expenditure which closely approximates 
double the whole national Budget before the 
war. These services must have an important 
bearing on wages and the standard of living 
now enjoyed by the working classes, for ex 
penditure which they had in former times 
to meet themselves has in many respects 
been removed from their shoulders. But 
there is another obsefvation to make in this 
connection. A great deal is heard of the 
standard of living of the working classes, 
but little attention is paid to the standard 
of living now indulged in by other classes 
who are also drawing their livelihood out 
of industry. Our roads bear testimony to the 
fact that many persons who formerly 
would have considered a donkey cart a luxury 
now consider a motor-car a necessity. We 
used to speak of a man’s “walk in life,” but 
this old-fashioned expression is out of date 
and a man’s “drive in life” must be sub- 
stituted. But extravagance on the part of 
those engaged in retail trade or making 
their incomes out of industry not only has 
an effect in creating the present inequality 
between retail prices and wholesale prices. 
but it also affects the cost of production by 
foreing up prices to all and thus compelling 
those engaged in productive industry to pay 
higher wages. It may be good for the luxury 
trades, but the nation depends upon its 
export trade, and extravagance and a high 
standard of living are prejudicial to that. 

In conclusion, it may be mentioned that 
one of the causes contributing to loss of 
trade mentioned in the Report is political 
and legislative interference, including the 
frequent new regulations and laws which add 
to the cost of production.

8.40 Zinc Sulphide 
2.10 Zine Oxide 
.20 Lead Oxide

On receipt of a copy of the analysis de- 
fendant wrote that: “As we understand you 
require white lead paint and not leadless we 
shall be glad to supply same if you return 
the paint supplied.’’ 

For the defence it was submitted that 
defendant had acted innocently, having in- 
tended the advertisement to be one for lead- 
less paint. 

The magistrate, addressing defendant, said 
that he could not accept his excuses, and 
that it was important that members of the 
public should be protected so that they 
might be sure when ordering white lead that 
they were not supplied with a useless eub- 
stitute.
